Despues den añanan nobenta te cu alrededor di 20 aña pasa nos a conoce un desa- 
royo turistico laga nos bisa no demasiado grandi, pero cu varios proyectonan di cadenanan di 
Hotelnan prestigioso na Mundo. Poco tempo pasa mi a publica e indicadornan economico y 
cualnan a mustra con e trahado den Status Aparte a bay masha hopi mes atras den e maneho 
di e diferente gobiernonan, cualnan no a tene cuenta cu e clase trahado. Constantemente e 
trahado a keda bay atrás, por ehempel na 1988, e salario minimo tabata 56% di e Canasta 
familiar. E canasta familiar ta un suma den florin pa un famia di mama cu papa y 2 yiu ricibi 
nan salario pa no cay den pobresa. Na inicio di e Covid e porcentahe tabata 37% Awe e suma 
di e Canasta basico ta 5.334 AWG y salario minimo ta banda. di 1800 AWG. Pues e dife- 
rencia entre e suma di Canasta Basico y e suma di salario minimo constantemente ta crece. 
Un buraco grandi y e porcentahe a baha te banda di 30%. Unda nos pober trahadonan tin 
cu bay?

ON May 2, 2020, Aruba’s Prime Minister, Evelyn Wever 
Croes, along with the Director of the Aruba Refinery, Mr. 
Renny Arends, officially signed a contract with CITGO for 
the reopening of the San Nicolas refinery. This agreement 
also involved the signatures of Finance Minister Xiomara 
Maduro and Infrastructure Minister, who later became Prime 
Minister Wever Croes after taking over the infrastructure 
ministry from Marisol Lopez Tromp in October 2020. 
Within the CITGO contract inked during the tenure of Prime 
Minister Mike Eman for the refinery’s reopening, there was 
a clause stating that the American company had to pay the 
Aruban government a sum of $150 million for failing to fulfill 
its promises. This amounted to nearly 300 million Aruban 
florins, a substantial sum that undoubtedly served as finan- 
cial support during the pandemic and alleviated the burden 
of the approximately 915.5 million florin loan that the Wever 
Croes II cabinet had taken on to navigate the pandemic 
crisis. 


This significant sum of nearly 300 million florins could have 
put Aruba in a much more favorable position than the current 
one, where Aruba is required to pay back the entire corona- 
virus loan of 915.5 million florins, a debt it simply doesn’t 
have the funds to repay to the Netherlands. 


No one could have foreseen what happened with this money, 
this almost 300 million florins, whether it allowed CITGO to 
free itself legally from the 300 million obligation or whether 
it went to CITGO or its subsidiaries for failing to meet the 
contract’s terms. 


A year after allowing CITGO to leave Aruba without paying 
this sum, Prime Minister Evelyn Wever Croes presented her 
cabinet’s resignation to the governor and called for new 
elections in June 2021. 
Today, this almost 300 million florins could have been used 
to cover part of the coronavirus loan that Aruba agreed upon 
with the Dutch government for financial support during the 
pandemic. 
Essentially, one could argue that the Wever Croes I cabinet 
allowed CITGO to legally exempt itself from a 300 million 
obligation during the pandemic, and now, the same Prime 
Minister finds herself at the mercy of the Dutch government 
to repay this coronavirus loan. 


CITGO did pay 17 million florins in back taxes, but to this 
day, no one, not even the Aruban Parliament, is clear on 
what happened with this 300 million sum. Undoubtedly, it 
could have provided relief to both the nation and the Wever 
Croes II government from the pressure the Netherlands has 
imposed on Aruba during these trying times. 


Prime Minister Evelyn Wever Croes expressed her satisfac- 
tion, stating, “This naturally gives me great satisfaction, 
happiness, and pride that finally, the Aruba refinery is back 
in the hands of the people of Aruba.” 


However, today, the country neither has the refinery nor the 
300 million florins, and the very Prime Minister herself must 
dance to the tune of the Dutch government’s decisions on 
how and when to address this situation.

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DEION Sanders, the esteemed head 
coach of the University of Colorado 
football team, orchestrated a remark- 
able victory that reverberated through 
the world of collegiate football. Amidst 
nine months of fervent anticipation 
since his appointment, Sanders and his 
son, Shedeur Sanders, spearheaded a 
triumphant performance against the 
17th-ranked TCU team, last year’s 
national runner-up. 


Shedeur Sanders exhibited his prodi- 
gious talent by amassing 510 passing 
yards and delivering four touchdown 
passes. The game’s pivotal moment 
arrived when freshman Dylan Edwards 
embarked on a breathtaking 46-yard 
catch-and-run, securing a dramatic 
45-42 triumph for the Colorado 
Buffaloes. Edwards, a standout in his 
own right, contributed significantly 
with three touchdown receptions, 
including a sensational 75-yard catch 
early in the second half. He also added 
a rushing touchdown to his impressive 
stat line. 


Travis Hunter, a versatile two-way player 
and former top recruit who followed 
Sanders and Shedeur from FCS school 
Jackson State, was instrumental in the 
Buffaloes’ success. Hunter accumu- 
lated 11 receptions for 119 yards and 
made a crucial interception as a defen- 
sive back, denying TCU’s Chandler 
Morris in or near the end zone.

Boulder, Colorado, with the ambi- 
tion to rejuvenate a football program 
that had long languished.

Emani Baily also made his pres- 
ence felt with 165 rushing yards, while 
Trey Sanders contributed three rushing 
touchdowns, including a pivotal 1-yard 
run that briefly put TCU ahead 42-38 
after Major Everhart’s electrifying 
86-yard kickoff return.

as Edwards secured the game-winning 
score on a crucial fourth-down play. 
His catch in the flats was followed by 
a remarkable run down the sideline, 
eluding TCU’s defense in the process. 


TCU’s final drive was stifled by a formi- 
dable Colorado defense, culminating in 
a fourth-down stop near midfield. With 
this remarkable victory, Colorado’s 
football program signified its resur- 
gence, bolstered by Coach Prime’s 
leadership and a roster overhaul. 


Looking ahead, Colorado is set to 
face Nebraska, led by new coach Matt 
Rhule, in their home opener. This 
matchup holds particular significance 
as it marks only the third meeting 
between the teams since 2010, the 
last season when both were part of the 
Big 12 conference. The Buffaloes now 
stand poised for an exciting season, 
and their triumphant start promises a 
bright future for Colorado football. 


Coach Primetime wins the first game 
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THE Italian Grand Prix at Monza delivered an eventful race, 
marked by delays and a gripping battle for supremacy, ulti- 
mately culminating in Max Verstappen’s historic 10th consec- 
utive Formula 1 victory. 


Delays and Drama 
The race began with an unexpected delay, reducing the planned 
53 laps to 51. Yuki Tsunoda’s non-start due to a rare engine 
failure on the formation lap contributed to this deviation from 
the norm.

Verstappen triumphs in Italian Grand Prix marred by delays 


A record 10th consecutive win for Max Verstappen 
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THE commencement of September in the Desert Southwest 
has brought an unexpected and relentless monsoon season, 
resulting in significant disruption and perilous conditions. 
Firstly, a wide-ranging network of flood watches has been 
activated, spanning from Nevada into southwestern Utah, 
extending through Idaho and eastern Oregon. These 
watches are a response to recurrent potent thunderstorms, 
capable of precipitating rapid, substantial rainfall, thereby 
instigating flash floods and copious runoff. 


The Burning Man festival, situated in remote western Nevada, 
found itself in the throes of this inclement weather. Monsoon 
rains and flash flooding disrupted the event, leaving tens 
of thousands of attendees stranded. Tragically, at least one 
fatality has been confirmed. 
The city of Las Vegas has been severely impacted by these 
meteorological anomalies, experiencing torrential rains and 
flash floods. Roads metamorphosed into waterways, and 
stranded vehicles were a common sight. Certain regions 
witnessed rainfall rates approaching an inch in a matter of 
minutes. The National Weather Service recorded a remark- 
able, record-breaking rainfall for September. 


Rainfall totals have exhibited considerable disparities across 
the Las Vegas Valley. Some areas received up to 4 inches of 
precipitation during the monsoon season. 
The ensuing road closures have had substantial conse- 


quences, including significant traffic disruption and safety 
hazards. Interstate 15, among others, was rendered impass- 
able due to flooding, exacerbating the situation. 


The National Weather Service took proactive measures by 
issuing multiple flash flood warnings. They reported an 
ongoing need for water rescues across the valley, urging 
motorists to exercise prudence and remain off the roads to 
avert peril to themselves and fellow road users. 
Allegiant Stadium, too, bore the brunt of this relentless 
downpour. The stadium’s roof exhibited leaks during a foot- 
ball game, underscoring the severity of the weather condi- 
tions. 
Looking ahead, although the Las Vegas area is anticipated 
to experience a respite from the deluge, other regions, 
including Northern Utah, southeastern Idaho, and eastern 
Oregon, remain susceptible to monsoonal rain and associ- 
ated flash flooding. In Utah’s Bryce Canyon National Park, 
heavy rainfall triggered rock and mudslides, compelling the 
closure of hiking trails due to hazardous conditions.

Europe witnessing notably abnormal temperature fluctua- 
tions. 


Temperature Extremes: 
Temperature projections for the impending heatwave are 
noteworthy. England can anticipate temperatures hovering 
around 30 °C, while Benelux and Germany will experience 
readings in the low 30s, extending into central Europe. 
France, in particular, may once again challenge the +40 °C 
threshold in the coming days. It is essential to bear in mind 
that, meteorologically speaking, Europe is now entering the 
first month of autumn, rendering these forecasted tempera- 
tures exceedingly high for this time of the year. 


Temperature Anomalies: 
In a typical scenario, the long-term average temperature at 
this level for London during the first half of September rests 
at approximately 7-8 °C. However, from Monday, September 
4th, through the ensuing weekend, the mercury is antici- 
pated to surge significantly above these historical norms. 
Notably, on a particular Wednesday, temperatures may soar 
to around 20 °C at this level, marking a substantial deviation 
of 12 degrees C from the usual. 


The forthcoming temperature anomalies are undeniably 
extreme for the western European region during this initial 
week of September. A general rule of thumb translates 
these temperature fluctuations to the ground, implying that 
daytime peak temperatures could surpass the +30 °C mark. 
All due to an unexpectedly robust heatwave reasserting its 
grip over Western Europe.
